Broad street, from Market to Bpraee sireols,
Iast night was In a blaze of glory., It was the
pecasion of a grand mass meeting by the Re-
publicsa party of Philadelphia to relndorse the
nomioations of General U, B. Grant for the
Presidency and Hon. Schuyler Colfax for the
Viee-Preeidency of the natlon. It was under
the auspices of the Union League, and, like all
other demonstrations which that body have
arranged, was a perfect success, both In the
number of spectators and the patriotic and
cloquent uttersnces of the distinguished speak-
eré. The enthusiasm wae unbounded,

Never before in the State of Pennsylvania was
there such a meeting. Besides the thonsauds
that were wedged between Walnut and Chesnut
gireets, miles of Grant battallons pussed through
the throng, and at one time there were three of
these lines in motian, each accompan'ed by
numerous bands of music and carrying trans-
parencies, on gach of which were inscribed
patriotic mottoes. The scene in front ol the
League at this time was perfectly grand,
General Daniel B, Sickles had the stand, and it
wag with great difficulty that he could proceed,
As he stood reviewing the columns he would be
occasionally recognized by some “boy-in blue,”
who would propose three cheers for the hero of
Gettysbure, and the wild huzzss of the thou-
sands rent the air. These compliments the
gallant General acknowledged by raising his hat
and proposing three checrs for the delegation.

The League Bulldiug was dressed in flags and
bunting from the ground to the topmost point
of the flagstafl above the roof. At the base of
the Mansard roof in the centre of the building,
in brilliunt gas jets, was the revered name of
Washinglon; immediately below were arranged
thoze of the martyred Lincoln, the great captain
Grant, and the statesman Colfax; while on the
southern wing, blazing brightly forth, were
those familisr names—8herman, Parragut,
Mende, and Geary, and on the north Sickles and
Howard.

In this wing was also placed alarge transparency
upon which were thrown dissolving views and
revolving wheels of the most brilliant calors,
which, fading gradually away, gave place to
portraits of Washington, Grant, Colfax, and
other prominent heroes and statesmen, lmma-
diately over the balcony was an arch of gas-
Jets enclosing thirteen burniog stars surrounded
by & brilllant shield of light,

Bhortly alter General Sickles had been intro.
duced the campnign clubs commenced filing
past, and nearly every ward in the city was
Iepresented,

The first to arrive was the German Republicun
Central Club, numbering about two hundred
men, préeceded by @ cavaleade and band,

Next came the Tanners' Club of the Becond
Ward, with their red equipments, large numbers
and fine beariug,presenting an lmposing appear-
ance. They carried a large tramsparency, with
the likeness of Genersl Grant,

Then followed the Taylor Club of Bridesburg,
with a drum corps and a beautiful transparency,
on which was inscribed, “We will fizht it out
on this line, if it takes us till doomsday.”

They were followed by the Fourteenth Ward
organization, two hundred strong, with band
and numeroo* flags, In thelr rear was the |
Grant and Colfax Club of the First Ward, num-
bering about three handred, This orgauization
presented o very flue appearance, and were
preceded by a band and pioneers with axes, A
large transparency was borne o the wagon with
the lnseription “The largest pole knoeks the '
most persimmons,”

Then came the Republican Invincibles, who
marched past io their usual beautiful and
soldier-like style, The Club turned out at leasy
one thousand men in line, Whilst they were
passing the main stand General Sickles compli-
mented them very highly, saying to those
aronnd him that *‘they were the finest looking
boay of men he ever suw, and that they
marched with the precision of veleran soldiers,"
It was with the utmost difficulty that the Club
pressed 118 way through the muoltitude present,
On thelr heels came the Republiean Invineibles
of Chester, two hundred strong, This Clab had
several large trausparcncies, On ome of them
was lngeribed—**Protection to American Indas.
fry;” “Grant was a Tanver, and is the Work-
ingman’s Friend." On suother was printed—
“William Penn was 8 Curpet-bagger.” This
latter Inscriplion was received with shouts of
laughter.

The Bizxth Ward numbered about 200 men,

The feature of the Ninth Ward was sn omni-
bus drawn contalnmg wonnded soldiers with a
transparency with the following inseriptions:—
“We fought with him. We will vote for him,"’

The Bixteenth Ward bad o cannon fixed in an
open wagon, from which a continuous fire was
kept up.

parencies, On one was tnseribed, “We Vote
for the Man who Crushed Rebelllon.” As thiy
came opposite the walin stand the Generaly pa
marked, “Here comes the 'Boys in Blue.! @Gol
bless them.”

The German division of the Bever,tgemth Ward
Campaign Club carried s neatly painted trans-
parepey, represenling a fox chase, with the
words, *'The Last Fox Chase,”

There were & number of ward organizations
who failed to march past the Leagao Honse
owing to the dense crowd. They made uttempls
but were cowpelied to tarn off on the side
streets,

A povel feature of the procesalon was alx
ploneers who led the Twenty-third Ward clad
in the costume of anclent knights,
